This Home was established by 
"The Church Mission to Deaf- 
Mutes," in 1886, on a farm of 156 
acres by the Hudson River, six 
miles below Poughkeeiwie. It has 
been a comfort already to upwards 
of forty afflicted people. Friends 
have rallied around this Home so 
that it is entirely free from debt. 
It is intended to receive inmates 
eventually from the whole State of 
New York. People of this class 
have all been educated, but have 
broken down in the battle of life. 
Several of the inmates are deaf and 
dumb and blind. 

On Sunday night, Feb. 18th, the 
main building and the wing recently 
added for the men, were destroyed 
by a sudden and dreadful fire. 
The inmates — fourteen women and 
eleven men — were bravely rescued, 
and are now comfortAble in tempo- 
rary quarters in Poughkeepsie. 

In addition to the insursnoe, it 
will take $20, 000 to give our sileut 
friends another Christian Refuge. 
They lost all their personal effects 
in the raging flames. We would 
make them glad again as far as pos- 
sible. The Trustees of the Church

Two weeks ago to day we were up 
at the Home with a number of 
pupils, and on n>turningtolhe place 
about 1:30 p.m., from a nuttii^g ex- 
pedititm found Mr. and Mrs. Harnes, 
there on a visit. 

On meeting him it stnick us 
then thfit there was something nn- 
nsuiil in his appt^arance, and at his 
advanced age, we wondered if he 
would be among those at the next 
reunion. We little ilriMimed that 
the ebbing of his life was so near at 
an end then, and great was our 
sur[)iise when informed Tnosday 
evening that he had been gathered 
to his fiithers. 

Mr. Haint^s had not complained 
of any ailment when we met him, 
saying he was as well as usual. He 
and his wife left tht^ Home about .1 
ill the afternoon, saying they, were 
going to stop over night al New 
Albany with friends. Instead they 
drov(^ dir(>ct home. On Monday he 
visited Glenford, where he had up 
to last S[)ring lived most of his life. 
The <lay following he complaiiuul of 
numlnuvss in his right side and arm. 
The next day about noon he visited 
a nephew near Brownsville ami 
while there laid down for a rest. 
Later it was found he was uncon- 
scious, and at 0:30 that evening his 
spirit lijid tied. His remains were 
buried Friday in the cemetery at 
(4lenford which was one of iiis 
wishes. 

The Chronicle gives the follow- 
ing sketch of the deceased: 

Mr. Barnes was born in 1827, near Keene, 
Coshocton Co., Ohio. He was the younnest 
of elulit chililren by his father's second 
wife. He had a brother and a sister who 
are deaf. The brother, WasliiiiKton Harnes. 
who is 78 years old, is still living in Iowa, 
ItciiiK the last one of tlio larne (ainil);. 
WasniiiKton attended school at this Insti- 
tution tor twci and a half years, but .lohn 
nm'cr was education at a school for the 
deaf. 

When he was ei(iht years old, ho went to 
a country school. The teacher, who was 
familiar witli the double-hand alphabet, 
tauKlit him the mimes of a, few common 
obji^cts and how to add and substract. As 
he was ambitious, he learned all he could 
from his deaf brother and the other jiiutes 
with whom he came in contact. He made 
hiin.self IntelliKcnt and sociable. 

In 18tVJ he was married to Miss Mary A. 
(.iall, Kraduate of the Institution in I.S48. 
They settled on a farm near Glenford, 
where they remained until last SpriiiK when 
the farm was sold and tliey moved t.o .lohns- 
town, O. 'I'liey hail two daughters, Kniiiia, 
deaf, who was inarrieil toFrank Kvans and 
died two years ago, and Nancy, heariiiK, 
married to H. (i. I'ayne, of .Tohnstown. 

As a farmer Mr. Harnes was successful. 
Heiiig industrious, thrifty ami intelliKcnt, 
he made his farm one of the best in IVrry 
(.bounty. Kind by naturo and hospitable 
he made a host of friends^ who respected 
liini for his I'lierKy »iid ambition. 

Mr. Harnes took a Ki-eat interest in the 
iiome. His collections for it amounted to 
nearly (Ive hundred dollars. 

Ill' will be greatly missed at the Alumni 
Keunions. He was regular in his ut- 
tendauce and took ureat pleasure is iiiinK- 
iiiK with old friends and in making new 
aciiuaiiitanccH His many deaf friends ail 
over the .State will regret to know that he 
is no more. 

The chapel was pretty well filled 
.Saturday evening, thougli Ihe crowd 
was not as large as last year, to 
witness the Humpty Dnmpty show, 
oo'tten U[) by Messrs Mc(tregor aiul 
Zorn, tor the benefit of the home. 

Those who attended it more than 
got their money's woith. Tlieie 
weie many laughable scenes in the 
play, whicli took with the younger 
element of the juidienco. Aniong 
\\w fVaturiw was a real live pig, and 
it (lid s(iueal loo, but it noise fell 
mostly upon d(>af ears. The Home 
treasury is richer by )|38.30, 
which goes to the Barn Fund.
